Exhaust 
noise shall not exceed 
99Dd(A) or 94Db(A) on 
vehicles manufactured after 
Jan. 1, 1982 when tested 
according to the provisions 
of the SAE J1287, June 86 
test. All motorcycles must be 
equipped with an appropri- 
ate manufacturer's muffler 
and U.S. Forest Service 
approved spark arrester. 

¢ Motorcycles are not 
allowed on County, Forest or 
two-track roads unless they 
are licensed STREET LEGAL. 
¢ This trail is located on both 
single track trails and along 
some county roads. Pay 
attention to STOP and 
CAUTION signs which alert 
you to potential danger from 
other motorized vehicles. 

¢ Gas and public phones are 
available in Fremont, 
Hesperia and Holton.
